Copper  « for  copper,  gold  and  silver; 
Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal: 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur.

Excebpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 


making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  'any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  Of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such

Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  bias  been  reported)  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  /Standing 
Committee  charged1  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited',  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  Older  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  pub II cat! on  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  nobices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.

IDS  ROYAL  HIGHNESS  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

TIAHE  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date 
JL  the  7th  October,  1912,  states  that  application 
has  been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
by  the  Blue  Mountains  Refractories  Company, 
Limited,  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  for  permission  to  purchase  the 
West  Half  of  Section  1,  the  whole  of  Sections  2 
and  3,  and  the  easterly  fifty-five  chains  of  the 
South  Half  of  Section  4,  in  Township  4,  Range  4 
west  of  the  7th  meridian,  in  the  said  Province, 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  brick  and  other 
products  of  clay  ; also  for  permission  to  acquire  the 
Fractional  South-west  Quarter  of  Section  2,  Town- 
ship  7,  Range  26  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  con- 
taining an  area  of  144.75  acres,  upon  which  to 
erect  a glazing  plant  in  connection  with  the  manu- 
facture of  the  clay  products;  together  with  a right- 
of-way  along  and  through  Sections  32,  33,  and  34, 
in  Township  3,  Range  4 west  of  the  7th  meridian, 
in  the  said  Province,  leading  down  to  the  Lillooet 
River,  for  the  purpose  of  communication  between 
that  river  and  the  tract  first  above  described. 

The  Minister  observes  that  an  inspection  of  the 
lands  applied  for  has  been  made  by  the  Crown 
Timber  Agent  at  New  Westminster,  who  reported 
that  they  contain  very  little  merchantable  timber;

ml  IE  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
JL  lGth  September,  1912,  that  the  Ashcroft 
Water  Electric  and  Improvement  Company,  of 
Ashcroft,  B.C.,  has  applied  to  purchase  on  irriga- 
tion conditions  certain  lands  in  Townships  20  and 
21,  Range  24  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  comprising 
an  aggregate  area  of  3010.5  acres,  more  or  less, 
and  being  the  lands  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto 
attached,  and  to  report : — 

That  the  company  has  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  a comprehensive  irrigation  and 
storage  project,  involving  the  storage  of  water  in 
three  lakes  in  Provincial  territory  north  of  the 
Railway  Belt ; the  said  water  to  be  released  into 
the  Bonaparte  River  and  diverted  at  a point  about 
twelve  miles  from  the  confluence  of  the  Bonaparte 
and  Thompson  Rivers,  and  carried  in  a high-line 
canal  to  the  Dominion  lands  applied  for ; 

That  the  lands  applied  for  have  been  inspected 
by  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands,  Kamloops,  who 
reported  that  without  the  aid  of  irrigation  the 
lands  are  valueless ; that  they  have  also  been 
inspected  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railway 
Belt  Hydrographic  Survey,  who  reported  that  they 
are  of  an  arid  class,  unsuited  for  homesteading  or 
for  agriculture  without  irrigation ; that  the  suc- 
cessful development  of  these  lands  would  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  district  and  country  at  large ;

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  nomination  as  aforesaid,  no 
more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  members  to  be  elected,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected. 


Election. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
members  to  be  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  notice,  and  the  place  at  which 
the  poll  shall  be  so  opened,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors 
according  to  law  ; and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and  shall  take  a poll  by 
ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having  granted  such  poll, 
indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of  the  candidates  so  nominated,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot-papers,  which  notices  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the 
notice  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven  votes,  being  one  for  each  Alderman 
to  be  elected  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  seven  : 
Provided  always  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot-boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates,  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  Mayor  and  Aldermen  respectively. 

If  there  be  an  equality  of  votes  in  the  election  of  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  a casting  vote  to  be  given  at  the  time  of  the  declaration 
of  the  poll:  Provided  that  the  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

The  names  of  the  persons  elected  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  municipality  shall 
be  published  by  the  Returning  Officer  in  the  Gazette  within  thirty  days  after  the 
declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll. 

After  the  Poll. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

The  provision  of  sections  85,  86,  and  87  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act  ” shall 
apply  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  elected  at  the  first  election,  and  until  provision  be 
made  by  by-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating  to  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  shall  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the  “ Municipal 
Act,  and  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  last-mentioned  Act. 

First  Meeting.
